The search for a “white hope’’ who could win the heavyweight title from Jack Johnson ended 
April 5, 1915, in Jack Curley's ring in Havana when Jess W T illard scored a knockout in the 26th round 
as the big negro was counted out on his back on the canvas, shading his eyes from the burning sun 
(see photo). 

Johnson “confessed" later that he went down in the 26th and took a knockout when his white wife 
signalled him from the ringside that a sum of money that had been promised him for lying down 
had been paid her. The confession never was taken seriously. 

Johnson never threatened the giant Willard, biggest man up to that time ever to fight for the 
heavyweight title. The Pottawatamie cowboy, 6 feet 5 inches tall and weighing over 250 pounds, 
manhandled Johnson until the negro's strength gave out, then put him down in the 26th with his 
favorite punch, a right uppercut to the head.

LOS ANGELES, Saturday, May 
25.—Snakes do not travel fast, de¬ 
spite the glittering rapidity of 
their winding movements. The 
highest speed of the fastest snake 
measured in a series of tests made 
by Dr. Walter Mosauer of the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Los An¬ 
geles was only 3.6 miles an hour, 
which is only a moderate walking 
pace for a man. And the snake in 
question, a red racer, made that 
record only under duress and was 
not capable of maintaining the 
speed for more than short dis¬ 
tances. 

Dr. Mosauer tested half-a-dozen 
species of snakes common in Cali¬ 
fornia, getting two “speeds” on 
each species. In one set of tests, 
they were permitted to set their 
own pace, presumably that com¬ 
monly used when prowling for 
game. In a second series, they 
were pushed to the limit of which 
they were apparently capable. 

Speeds differed according to 
body build and general habits of 
the snakes. Sluggish, thick-bodied 
constrictor snakes like the gopher 
snake "prowled” at about a tenth 
of a mile an hour, and could make 
a high speed of 1.2 miles an hour. 
“Side-winder" rattlesnakes aver¬ 
aged a prowling speed of a third 
of a mile an hour, and a racing 
speed of two miles an hour. The 
slowest of all the snakes tested 
was a California boa. which could 
not move as fast as a quarter of a 
mile an hour even when pushed to 
the limit. 

Dr. Mosauer's results are given 
in detail in the current issue of the 
zoological Journal, Copeia.

STABILIZER HI LL 

jpEW people knew it, but behind 
Henry Morgenthau’s bid for in¬ 
ternational stabilization of cur¬ 
rency was the unseen hand of Cor¬ 
dell Hull. 

Ever since Roosevelt’s devalua¬ 
tion of the dollar upset Hull’s 
stabilization plans at the London 
economic conference, he has been 
groping, sometimes feebly, but al¬ 
ways consistently, for a chance to 
bring back the stabilization of the 
dollar and all other currency. 

Economic reconstruction, the 
secretary of state believes, must 
come before political reconstruc¬ 
tion if the world is to be saved 
from both war and depression. 

This has become Hull's chief 
creed. He has talked it to am¬ 
bassadors. He has talked it at 
cabinet meetings. He has talked 
it to the president. But it was not 
until about ten days ago that he 
finally perv aded Roosevelt that 
the time was ripe for the United 
states to issue a stabilization feel¬ 
er to other nations.

WARNER SNARES 
DEADLY SPIDER 


SHORT WAVE 
PROGRAMS 


A deadly black widow spider 
was found yesterday by E. G. 
Warner, former Santa Ana may¬ 
or, in the back yard of his home 
at 1516 Willitts street. Mr. War¬ 
ner caught the spider and brought 
it to The Journal office. He 
found the poisonous spider cling¬ 
ing to the bottom of a block of 
cement. 

The black widow is the only 
variety of spiders in North Am¬ 
erica whose bite is known to have 
killed humans. Incidents of per¬ 
sons having suffered much pain 
from their bites are fairly com¬ 
mon. They dislike the light, and 
are usually found in darkened cor¬ 
ners, where their webs, unlike the 
neat structures of other spiders, 
are woven. 

The black widow is distinguish¬ 
ed by a reddish “hour glass” on 
its under side. The remainder of 
the spider is black, and is usually 
about the size of a full grown 
bee.

SENATE PRAYERS 

|N THE opinion of senators, a re¬ 
publican prayer is as good as a 
democratic prayer. 

The senate’s chaplain, Ze Bar¬ 
ney T. Phillips, is a republican 
holdover, appointed under Coolidge 
in 1927. 

Phillips owes his new deal office 
to two things. 

One is that he renders distin¬ 
guished service. The prayers with 
which he opens senate delibera¬ 
tions, recorded in shorthand by the 
official reporters, were collected 
and published two years ago as an 
official document of the senate— 
a distinction never before achieved 
by a senate chaplain. 

The other is his friendship for 
Joe Robinson, democratic floor 
leader. The two frequently go 
hunting together. When the re¬ 
publican housecleaning came in 
1933, Joe saw to it that the office 
of chaplain was not among those 
reshuffled. 

The Rev. Doctor Phillips is also 
rector of Washington's Church of 
the Epiphany. It is his duty to 
offer the prayer to convene the 
senate after adjournment — not 
after recessing. This occurs on 
the average of one* a week. The

WASHINGTON, Saturday, May 
25.—West Virginia’s baby senator- 
elect, Rush D. Holt, has set down 
the date June 19 as the most 
memorable in his career, but it 
easily might prove to be anything 
but that for the 29-year-old young 
fellow. 

June 19 is his birthday and the 
day on which he will have attained 
his senatorial majority of 30. Theo¬ 
retically, at noon on that Wednes¬ 
day he will be entitled to take the 
arm of his colleague. Senator Neely, 
march down the dividing political 
aisle of the senate chamber to the 
vice president's dais and be sworn 
in. 

It may turn out, however, that 
Holt will be denied the right to 
make that short journey on his 
birthday. It all depends on what 
certain senators now engaged in 
studying his status decide. 

The whole question hinges on 
whether a man can be elected to 
the senate when he is not qualified 
to serve. 

* * * 

Gallatin Case Cited 

The constitution lays down three 
qualifications which a person must 
have to enter the United States 
senate. He must have attained the 
age of 30, been a citizen of the 
United States for nine years and 
an inhabitant of the state for 
which he is chosen. 

Some authorities contend that 
Holt is lacking in one of these 
qualifications; that he was elected 
to an office which at the time he 
was unqualified to fill. 

The point is made that if Holt is 
seated there is nothing to prevent 
a person 26, 27 or 28 years old 
being elected to the senate in the 
future. Since such a person can’t 
take his seat until he reaches 30 
the effect is to deprive a state of 
its rightful representation in the 
senate. 

Those senators who take this 
view cite as a precedent the case 
of Albert Gallatin, elected to the 
senate from Pennsylvania in the 
early days of the republic. Galla¬ 
tin lacked a year of the required 
nine years of American citizenship. 

He was permitted to take his 
seat, but a year later, despite the 
fact he had by that time satisfied 
the constitution requirement, ha 
was ousted on the ground that he 
was not duly qualified at the time 

of his election. 

* * * 

Another Complication 

The case is further complicated 
by the law of West Virginia which 
requires that every candidate for 
the senate file with the secretary 
of state 30 days before the pri¬ 
mary election a statement that he 
is eligible to hold office. Holt filed 
such a statement when, strictly 
speaking, it is contended he was 
not qualified. 

The situation is certain to be 
gone into thoroughly by the senate. 
Former Senator Hatfield, whom 
Holt defeated, has filed an election 
contest with the senate on this 
very point. The committee on 
privileges and elections must in¬ 
vestigate and make a recommend¬ 
ation to the senate. 

There is no particular reason 
why the seating of Holt should be 
a party issue. Hatfield, a republi¬ 
can, wouldn’t get the seat were 
the senate to uphold his contest. 
West Virginia's governor is a de¬ 
mocrat and were the Holt seat de¬ 
clared vacant he would appoint 
another democrat.
